INTRODUCTION 
by  Robert  Person 

Inception  of  an  Interim  Study  Subcommittee 

A  study  is  first  requested  in  a  Joint  Resolution  adopted  by  the 
Legislature.  The  use  of  the  Joint  Resolution  for  this  purpose  is 
authorized  by  Joint  Rule  5-1(2) (b)  on  page  22  of  the  Joint  Rules. 
Section  5-5-217  of  the  Montana  Code  Annotated  requires  the 
Legislative  Council  to  prepare  a  list  of  study  resolutions 
adopted  and  distribute  it  to  all  the  legislators  with  a  request 
that  the  studies  be  prioritized.  This  happens  immediately  after 
the  session.  Following  the  requirements  of  the  same  section  of 
law,  the  Legislative  Council  then  designates  the  subcommittees  to 
which  studies  are  to  be  assigned.  The  Speaker  and  the  Committee 
on  Committees  then  appoint  members.  Section  5-5-211  of  the  Code 
provides  that  four  members  of  each  house  be  appointed.  No  more 
than  two  members  from  a  House  may  be  from  one  political  party. 

Assignment  of  Staff 

The  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division  of  the  Legislative 
Council  has  primary  responsibility  for  providing  staff  support  to 
the  interim  subcommittees.  A  principal  staff  member  is  assigned 
to  each  subcommittee  from  among  the  research  staff.  Assignments 
are  based  upon  the  experience,  training,  other  work  requirements, 
and  interests  of  the  several  staff  members.  In  addition  to  the 
researcher,  the  Council  assigns  one  of  the  staff  attorneys  from 
the  Legal  Services  Division  to  provide  legal  support  to  the 
principal  staffer  and  to  the  subcommittee.  This  attorney  is 
available  to  provide  legal  advice  and  research.  The  Legislative 
Council  is  further  authorized  by  section  5-11-111  of  the  Code  to 
employ  the  services  of  any  research  agency  it  considers  necessary 
to  discharge  its  duties. 

Calling  the  First  Meeting 

There  is  no  rule  or  law  that  governs  how  the  first  meeting  should 
be  called.  Tradition  and  protocol  have  dictated  that  the  senior 
senator  appointed  to  the  interim  subcommittee  will  serve  as 
acting  chairman  for  the  purpose  of  calling  the  first  meeting  and 
presiding  over  the  selection  of  a  permanent  chairman.  In 
practice,  the  acting  chairman  and  staff  work  together  to  find  a 
date  as  convenient  as  possible  for  the  members  and  staff. 

Selecting  the  Chair 

The  selection  of  subcommittee  officers  is  the  first  order  of 
business  for  an  interim  subcommittee.  Section  5-5-213  provides 
that  each  subcommittee  shall  elect  its  chairman  and  vice-chairman 
from  among  its  members.  The  chairman  and  vice-chairman  may  not 
be  members  of  the  same  political  party. 


Conducting  the  Study 

The  study,  its  direction,  content,  and  conclusions  are  those  of 
the  subcommittee  rather  than  the  staff.  The  purpose  of  the  staff 
is  to  assist  the  subcommittee  to  conduct  the  best  study  possible. 
Staff  plays  as  large  or  small  a  role  in  the  process  as  the 
subcommittee  desires.  Staff  does  its  best  to  assist  the 
subcommittee  to  accomplish  the  interim  study  purpose  of  pursuing 
assigned  public  policy  questions  so  as  to  discover  all  facts 
relevant  to  the  question,  to  discuss  and  evaluate  those  facts, 
and  to  formulate  policy  recommendations  representing  the 
synthesis  of  those  facts  and  political  judgments.  It  is  a  duty 
of  staff  to  present  a  proposed  study  design  and  work  plan  to  the 
subcommittee  for  its  consideration  at  the  first  meeting. 
Depending  on  how  clear  and  focused  the  study  resolution  is,  this 
staff  effort  may  be  sufficient  to  guide  the  study.  In  other 
cases,  the  subcommittee  may  have  to  give  considerable  time  and 
thought  to  perfecting  the  plan.  In  any  event,  it  is  finally  a 
subcommittee  responsibility  to  adopt  a  plan  and  a  subcommittee 
prerogative  as  to  what  the  plan  contains. 

Subcommittee  Budget 

The  number  of  meetings  a  subcommittee  can  hold  is  dependent  on 
its  budget.  Its  budget  is  a  share  of  the  total  $50,000 
appropriated  to  the  Legislative  Council  to  support  such 
activities.  A  budget  allocation  will  be  determined  following 
adoption  of  work  plans.  The  budget  allocation  thus  may  become  a 
process  of  negotiation  between  the  Legislative  Council  and  the 
subcommittees  over  limited  resources. 

Submission  of  Final  Report 

At  the  completion  of  a  study  the  staff  will  prepare  a  final 
report  for  the  subcommittee  that  will  contain  a  recount  of  what 
the  subcommittee  found  in  its  study,  supporting  documents  as 
required,  and  copies  of  legislation  recommended  for  adoption  by 
the  subcommittee.  Sufficient  copies  are  printed  to  meet  the 
anticipated  demand  for  distribution  to  the  Legislature  and 
members  of  the  public  as  well  as  libraries  and  interstate  groups 
who  follow  such  things.

JOINT  INTERIM  SUBCOMMITTEE  NUMBER  2 


Study  Resolution:   HJR  36,  Navigability 

HJR  36  requests  an  interim  study  of  the  rights  and  responsibil- 
ities of  both  landowners  adjacent  to  public  land  and  waterways 
and  the  public  to  access  and  use  of  public  land  and  waterways. 
The  study  will  include  an  investigation  into  whether  existing 
definitions  of  the  terms  relevant  to  the  subject  of  navigability 
are  adequate,  attempt  to  establish  the  liabilities  of  landowners 
and  recreationists ,  and  identify  means  of  improving  and  resolving 
questions  of  access  to  navigable  waterways.  Further,  the  study 
shall  attempt  to  find  means  to  minimize  and  perhaps  resolve  the 
ever-growing  conflicts  between  landowners  and  recreationists. 

Study  Resolution:   HJR  40,  State  Lands 

Under  HJR  40,  the  Legislature  requested  that  an  interim 
subcommittee  review  the  administration  of  state  lands  with 
particular  attention  to  the  management  of  forest  resources.  The 
object  is  to  determine  the  relationship  between  the  management 
costs  and  the  return  to  the  state  and  the  long-term  benefits  from 
the  property.  The  interim  subcommittee  is  requested  to  inquire 
into  the  costs  of  fire  protection  on  the  forest  lands  of  the 
state,  particularly  those  protected  by  the  United  States.

JOINT  INTERIM  SUBCOMMITTEE  NUMBER  3 


Study  Resolution:   SJR  25,  Court  Unification 

SJR  25  requires  an  interim  subcommittee  to  study  the  creation  of 
a  unified  court  system  in  Montana.  Tasks  assigned  to  the 
subcommittee  include  defining  the  powers,  duties,  and 
responsibilities  of  a  unified  court  system  and  exploring 
alternative  methods  for  funding  the  system.  The  subcommittee 
will  also  examine  the  role  of  existing  entities,  such  as  the 
Montana  Supreme  Court  and  the  Office  of  the  Court  Administrator, 
in  a  unified  system. 


Study  Resolution:   HJR  4,  State  Investments 

HJR  4  asks  that  options  and  alternatives  for  investments  of  state 
funds  be  explored  and  that  the  cost  of  operating  the  state 
investment  system  be  compared  with  other  states  and  with  private 
organizations.  The  interim  subcommittee  is  also  asked  to  study 
the  management  of  state  investments  and  the  impact  of  inflation 
on  the  value  of  the  state's  assets. 


Study  Resolution:   HJR  29,  Insurance  Laws 

HJR  29  requires  an  interim  subcommittee  to  study  the  marketing 
practices  of  the  insurance  industry  and  the  insurance  laws  of  the 
State  of  Montana.  The  study  is  to  focus  on  mandatory  liability 
coverage  for  motor  vehicles  or  their  operators  and  on 
distinctions  in  the  scope,  coverage,  terms,  rates,  and  benefits 
offered  to  consumers  in  all  areas  of  the  insurance  industry  on 
the  basis  of  their  sex. 


Study  Resolution:   HJR  44,  Public  Pensions 

HJR  44  requires  an  interim  subcommittee  to  study  methods  to 
assist  the  Legislature  in  decisionmaking  concerning  public 
employee  retirement  systems.  The  focus  of  the  subcommittee's 
study  will  be  on  mechanisms  or  procedures  to  permit  the 
Legislature  to  monitor  the  administration  of  the  retirement 
systems,  to  develop  an  expertise  in  the  field  of  public  pensions, 
to  adopt  a  state  pension  policy,  and  to  review  proposed 
legislation  relating  to  retirement  system.

HJR  41  requests  an  interim  subcommittee  to  study  Montana's 
employment  preference  laws  concerning  veterans,  veterans'  spouses 
and  dependents,  and  disabled  civilians  in  order  to  clarify  the 
preference  laws  to  set  public  policy  on  this  subject.

The  study  is  to  focus  on  the 
structure  ol  governance  of  the  community  colleges;  the  funding 
structure  of  community  colleges  to  determine  the  appropriate  and 
necessary  levels  of  state  and  federal  support;  the  facility  needs 
and  methods  of  financing  necessary  facilities;  and  the  integral 
relationship  of  community  colleges  to  other  state  agencies  and 
institutions  in  an  effort  to  promote  articulation  and  reduce 
unnecessary  duplication  of  programs.

The  Revenue  Oversight  Committee  was  created  in  1979  to  review 
proposed  rules  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  and  exercise 
legislative  oversight  over  that  Department.

The  Legislative  Council  is  Montana's  general  legislative  services 
agency.  The  Legislative  Council  provides  management,  legal 
research,  accounting,  and  code  publishing  services  to  the 
Legislature  as  follows: 

The  Management  and  Business   Services   Division  maintains  all 

bookkeeping   records;   prepares   all   legislative   claims  and 

payrolls;  requisitions  all  printing,  supplies,  and  equipment;  and 
serves  the  House  and  Senate  during  a  legislative  session. 

The  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division  and  the  Legal 
Services  Division  have  many  of  the  same  responsibilities.  Both 
divisions  perform  general  and  specialized  research  and  reference 
and  information  functions.  Staff  members  from  both  divisions  may 
assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  Legislative  Review,  staff 
legislative  committees  during  the  session  and  throughout  the 
interim,  draft  legislation,  prepare  legislative  and  staff 
reports,  and  provide  information  on  the  legislative  process  to 
the  public. 

During  the  interim,  the  Legal  Services  Division  is  primarily 
responsible  for  publication  and  updating  of  the  Montana  Code 
Annotated.  The  Legal  Services  Division  is  also  responsible  for 
the  review  of  all  administrative  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  by  executive  agencies.  The  Research  and  Reference 
Services  Division  is  primarily  responsible  for  interim 
subcommittee  staffing. 

The  Research  and  Reference  Services  Division  maintains  a 
reference  library  containing  items  of  special  interest  to 
legislators  and  legislative  staff.  The  library  maintains  a 
liaison  with  other  libraries  to  help  make  information  available 
as  quickly  as  possible. 

The  Legislative  Services  Division  is  responsible  for  clerical 
preparation  of  introduced  bills,  for  engrossing  and  enrolling  of 
bills,  and  for  printing  and  mailing  of  the  bills.  This  division 
uses  a  computerized  word  processing  system  in  order  to  operate 
with  a  high  degree  of  effectiveness  and  accuracy  with  a 
relatively  small  staff  of  copy  editors,  typists,  and 
proofreaders.  This  division  is  also  responsible  for  publication 
of  the  legislative  journals,  the  combined  final  status,  a 
numerical  compilation  of  code  sections  affected  by  the  session 
laws,  the  final  session  laws,  and  the  Montana  Code  Annotated. 

The  Code  Commissioner  supervises  the  continuing  codification, 
indexing,  rearranging,  and  general  updating  of  the  Code. 
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Annotations,  including  case  notes  to  federal  and  state  court 
decisions  and  other  material  useful  to  MCA  users,  are  published 
separately  from  the  statutes  in  a  pamphlet  format  that  may  be 
easily  updated.

The  bill  created  a  four-member  legislative  oversight  committee  to 
oversee  the  use  of  the  appropriation  and  to  advise  the  Governor 
concerning  the  hiring  of  consultants  or  lobbyists  and  setting 
policy.  House  Bill  447,  L.  1983,  appropriated  $200,000  to  the 
Governor's  Office  for  coal  tax  advocacy  during  the  biennium.  The 
bill  includes  a  reappropriation  of  the  balance  remaining  from  HB 
828,  L.  1981  (approximately  $200,000)  and  allows  for  a 
supplemental  request  should  these  funds  be  insufficient  to 
support  the  coal  tax  lobby.
